A sport of lavendula fl. pL (double lavender). 
It is the same shade of cool, delicate pink. The 


plant is small and may be grouped with Juliae 
hybrids with delightful effect. 


WHITE RUFFLES. : ; - Bach 50¢ 


Very free flowering, well ruffled and pure white. 
Long blooming period. 


LAURIE , r , . Each 35e 
One of the free iawn shat flowered acaulis 


varieties, of bright pink that contains a hint of 
blue. Very early and colorful. 


Note: Some of the above listed as acaulis 
may show short stemmed polyanthus type bloom 
at the end of the blooming period, but, in effect, 
are of the true acaulis type. 
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PRIMULA AURICULA .. «4 Bach $5c to 50¢ 


The auriculas bloom later than the polyanthus. 
They may be grown in full sun, and, in general, 
tolerate heavier soil and more arid conditions 
than other kinds herein listed. As they do not 
become root bound, large clumps of great beauty 
as specimen plants may be allowed to mature. 
We can furnish them in many shades, from 
“off white” thru shades of fawn, tan, brown, 
pink, wine, maroon, purple, bronze to almost 
black. 


Primula Juliae and its Hybrids 


JULIAE : : ° : Each 35ce 
This is the sndllest of all the primrose species, 
and is one of the most charming. The root stock 
creeps about in the crevices of the small rock 
garden and the tiny rosy blooms persist thruout 
the entire growing season. Both Juliae and her 
hybrids require shade and moisture for satis- 
factory results. 

JULIAE hybrid LITTLE GEM : ‘ Each 50¢ 
Rosy red; a strong grower and a lovely thing for 
the cool nook on a rock garden. 

JULIAE hybrid LODGE . . . . ~ Each 50¢ 
Small, compact, a thrifty grower. Numerous 
flowers of rich crimson. 

JULIAE hybrid PAM ‘ - Each 50c 
A very showy plant, having richly bronzed fol- 
iage and large flowers of winey red on short 
stems, 

JULIAE hybrid RAE ; : : 5 Each 50¢ 
Crimson magenta flowers of good size. A robust 
plant and a good bloomer.

A very compact little plant with large flowers 
of wild rose pink. A thrifty grower.

One of the fine things that is seldom seen, but is 
truly “a thing of beauty and a joy forever,” 
since a well-placed corm will grow larger year 
by year and produce more and more lovely pink 
blooms each Fall. The leaves, thick and durable, 
are beautifully patterned in shades of gray green 
to deep green and are beautiful thruout the Win- 
ter and Spring; then ripen off, to appear again 
in the Fall. Order in July or earlier. 


Other bulbous things which should be ord- 
ered in summer: Alpine crocus, colchicum, win- 
ter aconite, snowdrops, erythronium, English 
iris.
